DEBT CONVERSION. 


This circumstance may be an important 
factor in connection with any big pro- 
ject of debt conversion, both as regards the 
4 per cent. and 5 per cent. War Loans. The

for a good many investors, including those 
resident abroad, the 5 per cent. is a tax- 
free security. Estimates of the amount held 
abroad range from £6500,000,000 — to 
£800,000,000, and it is virtually certain that 
such holders will not willingly give up their 
stock for one subject to the deduction of 
British income tax. Many home investors, 
too, may be influenced by the same considera- 
tion, more particularly those not liable to 
tax at 4s. 6d. in the £, though it is un- 
likely that such investors form an important 
percentage of the whole. With the in- 
terest upon several hundred millions of stock 
paid practically fre of income tax, it is 
only natural 
see this 5 per cent. War Loan 
replaced by something else, apart 
from the unwieldy size of the issue. These 
and other considerations, such as the ap- 
parently smaller chance of a really buoyant 
market Tor gilt-edged securities, do not im- 
prove the prospects of a successful issue of a 
big conversion scheme relating to War Fives. 


VICTIMS OF MISFORTUNE. 


What should holders of Cordoba Central 
and United Railways of the Havana Stocks 
do in view of the very serious depreciation 
oi their securities? Many people must be 
asking this question, and others may be 
similarly concerned in regard to Royal Mail 
Steam Stocks, Cables and Wireless issues, and 
various other securities which have fallen 
severely, It is no use “ jobbing backwards," 
as they say in Throgmorton street, and it 
would not be fair to blame anybody for not 
foreseeing these adverse developments. 
Broadly speaking, the opinion may be ven- 
tured as an answer to the above queries that 
it would be unwise to sell the stocks at pre- 
sent prices, and thus put a seal, as it were, 
upon the losses shown on paper. It may be 
that quotations will further decline, and it 
may be that the stocks will not repay holders 
for a very long time to come, but at least 
those interested might give the stocks a 
further run on the Mies of a more or less 
natural recovery from the recent acute weak- 
ness. By holding on, assuming no further fall 
takes place, they cannot make their position 
worse, while there is at least the possibility 
of better prices in the future. If markets 
generally improve, these seriously depreciated 
securities would also recover, for the normal 
disposition of operators and investors is one 
of hope. 


FOR IMMEDIATE INVESTMENT. 


Those who, because of the unsettled ont- 
look, find some difficulty in deciding upon 
the best manner in which to invest spare 
capital might consider the merits of some of 
the newer Corporation stocks, which can be 
obtained at below issue prices or below 100. 
Among these may be mentioned Belfast 5 per 
cent. at, say, 995; Grimsby 5 per cent., at 
993; Newport (Mon.) 5 per cent., at 99; St.

FINANCIAL PAEAGRAPH. 


SILVER BULLION IN SHANGHAI. 

A Reuter message from Shanghai, dated 
June 8, says:—A conference took place to- 
day between the Minister of Finance and the 
Minister of Commerce and Industry, on the 
one hand, and leading Chinese bankers and 
merchants, on the other. The Ministers re- 
commended that gold bar speculation be re- 
stricted, and that the importation of silver 
bullion be confined to the Governmental Central 
Bank of China only. The Chinese bankers were 
of opinion that the first provision was of a 
somewhat drastic natire, but must be resorted 
to if circumstances made it necessary. The 
second recommendation was unanimously ap- 
proved, it being pointed owt that it was the 
universal practice of State banks to exercise 
exclusive control over the importation of

DEPARTMENT’S INTER- 
FERENCE RESENTED. 


At a meeting of the Buncrana Harbour 
Commissioners a letter was received from the 
Free State Department in regard to the Commis- 
sioners’ proposed new tolls schedule, stating 
that the revisions of the rates were not quite 
clear in some respects. Among the proposed 
new rates were figures for motor drifters as 
distinct from motor boats. Such an attempted 
distinction would, it was feared, lead to con- 
fusion, as most of the Saorstat motor boats 
engaged in fishing. It was, therefore, the 
Minister’s suggestion that it would be more 
satisfactory to all concerned if fishing craft 
were assessed on their gross tonnage instead 
of the existing basis. 

In the event of the Commissioners not 
being agreeable to the alteration on the basis 
of the change proposed, an alternative sugges- 
tion was that vessels of 25 tons or over be 
charged £3 and those of 25 tons or under 
£1 10s. 

Mr. Porter said that they should not allow 
the Department te run the harbour. They 
were quite capable of doing so themselves. 

It was decided not to alter the original 
schedule at present, and to consider the ques- 
tion of adopting the Department's alternative 
suggestion at a iater date, : 


MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW, 


BUSINESS STILL VERY QUIET, 


(From OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


There have been no really very striking 
features of interest to note in the provision 
trade this week, and, with the near approach 
of the holidays, there was a quiet feeling in 
all departments towards the close. So far 
as butter is concerned, the Danish official 
quotation is unchanged for the fifth week in 
succession at 215 kroner per 100 kilos; at 
the corresponding period of last year tho 
figure was 285 kroner, and in 1928 285 kroner. 
‘Lhe spot market rules firm, however, and an 
upward tendency is apparent, especially for 
Danish. Irish creameries in good supply, and 
prices are very reasonable as compared with 
last week. According to reports from Den- 
mark, the production of butter in that coun- 
try is at its highest, and has probably cul- 
minated for the season. Supplies on the 
Danish market continue large, but were all 
cleared during the week, and it is stated 
that the quality was excellent, being mostly 
full-crass make. It is reported that the de- 
mand for storing is extending, but in manv 
cases the prices offered were too low to cover 
shippers’ costs and charges. There seem to be 
prospects of a more satisfactory trade both 
on the Continent and in Great Britain, 
although the German markets have had a 
heavy weight of home-produced butter to deal 
The home market has been well sup- 
plied with both English dairy and Irish 
creamery butter. Colonial butters are alse 
plentiful, but do not enjoy a good vogue in 
this centre, being unable to compete with othe: 
makes at present prices. In bacon, no official 
change is recorded in Irish, Danish or Dutch, 
but at the present low prices, which are ids. 
to 14s. lower than at the corresponding 
period of last year, the demand is expanding 
considerably. While there is a better in- 
quiry for lean selections, heavy- 
weights do not sell so readily. 
Reports of much reduced killings in Den- 
mark, however, have stimulated trade. The 
position in regard to supplies of pigs and 
pig meats available during the past year can- 
not be estimated completely, but, assuming 
that imports this month are e ual to those 
received in May last year— 907 cwt. of 

ig meat and $1,861 live pigs—the imports 
for the year 1929-30 will be about equal to 
those of 1928-29, but, as the pig population 
of England and Wales as revealed by the 
census of June 4th, 1929, and the recent win- 
ter census was appreciably smaller than at 
the census of 1928, there is some reason to 
suppose that the home production of pig 
meat has been smaller this year than in 
1928-29. Returns show that, whilst the pig 
population of Denmark increased in 1929, 
that of England and Wales showed a decline. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday both 
Trish fat and dairy cattle were offered in 
reduced numbers, but an increase of about 
50 Irish lambs was reported. A slow trade 
was experienced all round. Fat cattle were 
easier to buy, sheep ruled fairly steady, but 
lambs were about one penny per lb, cheaper. 
Supplies of pigs to the Wahoheater Market 
were in excess of demand, and sellers gene- 
rally had to accept lower figures to effect a 
clearance. At the Manchester 
Market weather conditions have caused 
buyers to hold-off and operate for im- 
mediate requirements only. Mutton and 
lamb showed a rather easier ancy, | 
home-killed beef about maintained late rates.

THE CLOGHER VALLEY 
RAILWAY SHARES. 
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REPORTED INCREASED OFFER. 
From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT, 


ENNISKILLEN, Saturday. 

I understand that the Northern Ministry 
of Commerce intend to improve on their offer 
of £6 for the £10 shares of the Clogher Valley 
Railway Company. At present the Ministry 
is considering the situation arising out of the 
refusal of the vast majority of the share- 
holders to sell their shares at the £6 per 
share offered. 

Another meeting of shareholders was held 
last week in Dublin, and it is intended to 
hold a further meeting in the near future, to 
which all shareholders will be invited. i 

At the meeting letters were read írom a 
number of large shareholders regretting their 
inability to attend, and stating that, they 
were determined to refuse the terms offered 
by the Ministry. 

THE RESOLUTION. 

On the proposition of Major Deasy, the 
following resolution was passed unanimously : 
“That this meeting of shareholders of the 
Clogher Valley Railway Company, Ltd., con- 
siders that, as provision has been made for 
the guarantee and payment of a 5 per cent. 
dividend on the paid-up capital of the com- 
pany—vide an Imperial Act of Parliament 
and the letter dated 22nd April, 1930, from 
the Permanent Secretary to the Ministry of 
Commerce, Belfast—and, as that guarantee 
still exists, shareholders should not sell their 
shares in the company to the Ulster Govern. 
ment at a lower price than that which will 
enable them to ~ assured of permanent 
incomes not less than those they have re- 
ceived and which are guaranteed to them in 
perpetuity from their holdings in this com- 
pany. 

Subsequently it was resolved to set up a 
committee of shareholders with the object of 
safeguarding their interests in connection 
with the proposals made by the Government 
of Northern Ireland for purchasing shares in 
the company or determining the perpetual 
pats on the faith of which the shares 
rad been bought.

Dublin, on Saturday, There was a large 
attendance of representatives from all parts 
of Great Britain and Ireland.

because, after all, their country and his were 
partners in one great Commonwealth.

r. J. M, Biggar (Scotland), on behalf of 
the Council, offered to Senator Bennett their 
grateful thanks for the welcome. He referred 
to the independence of the Irish Free State, 
and said that Nationalism was a glorious 
thing, but it was best when it expanded from 
one’s own country to other countries and pro- 
cluced there the respect which a state of in- 
body could 
but admire the courage which clung to inde- 
pendence and won it, but it would shine best 
when it spread itself all over the world and 
secured for Irishmen that respect for capacity, 
ability and integrity to which they as a 
uation were entitled. 

BASIS OF INDEPENDENCE. 

Senator Bennett, replying, said that the 
Irish Free State was established on a basis 
of independence, of endeavour and of ad- 
vance. He believed they would go forward, 
sympathising with everybody, and, as far as 
its poor hand could, helping everybody, and 
determined to show that admitting them to 
freedom helped to the idea of real nationality 
throughout, the nations of the world. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. T. Goodall, Cork, President of the 
Irish Branch, also welcomed the visitors, 
Since the State had got its independence he 
said, it had made wonderful ap oe in good 

overnment, good law, and good, sound, 

onest administration. 
PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS. 

Mr. C. V. Jarvis, at the outset of his 
presidential address, - thanks to the 
committee of the Irish Free State branch for 
the invitation to hold the conference in 
Ireland. The Irish Free State branch during 
the seven years of its existence had worthily 
and consistently upheld the ideals of the 
Association. Its officers and committee had 
held up the torch of hope and lighted the 
pathway of many a young Irish youth to a 
better utilisation of his natural gifts, to the 
advantage of himself and the nation to which 
he belonged. : 

The advance their Association had made in 
the relatively short period of twenty-five 
years was an outstanding feature in pro- 
fessional history. From a small band of 500 
members, unknown and unappreciated, the 
Association had evolved into a large 
organisation with 45,000 members, widely 
known and recognised by Parliament and by 
the public as a first-class professional body. 
That progress had been made by the strength 
of their claim, the soundness of their prin- 
ciples, and their capacity and enthusiasm. 

On the question of registration, which was, 
in a sense, sub 7udice, the Association was in 
favour of registration on broad, adequate and 
equitable lines. They maintained that a 
scheme of registration on such lines would be 
in the public interest. 

REGISTRATION IN FREE STATE. 

With reference to the position of registra- 
tion in the Free State, a: they knew, a bill 
was being prepared by the profession which 
the Government will sponsor in vertain lines 
laid down by them.

Confronted with great difficulties, the 
Trish Government had by a courageou§ and 
far-seeing policy succeeded in overcoming 
them, and they observed with pleasure the 
encouraging signs of a very prosperous future 
for this country.

TRANSPORT AND TRADE. 

An address was delivered by Mr. George 
E. Smith, O.B.E., M.A. T.C.D., on the sub- 
ject of “Transport, and Trade.’’ He said 
that the trend of trade was towards big 
establishments—multiple stores and chain 
stores. Industry leaned towards rationalisa- 
tion, standardisation and mass production, 
while pipes nois followed with huge amalgama- 
tion of railway systems as in England. Even 
in this little State they had bletded in one 
company what had formerly been twenty-six 
separate undertakings. 

They in the Irish Free State had not to 
look far for the disposal of their surplus 
stocks. The most desirable markets lay 
beside them, and their geographical position 
gave them the advantage over most com- 
petitors, who had to send their foodstuffs in 
chilled or frozen condition and accept much 
lower prices than were obtainable for fresh 
produce. 

On the question of State versus company- 
owned railways, he said that in this country 
as also in Great Britain, the trader had al! 
the advantage of a State system without any 
of the disa vantages. The control over the 
railways exercised by the Government was 
almost absolute. - 

Leaving the railways and getting down to 
transport’s final contribution to trade, he 
emphasised the traders’ need of a properly 
organised system of delivery, in particular 
the delivery of shop ls from city ware- 
houses. Saenger and trade, he concluded, 
were inseparable, linked together hand in 
hand with civilisation.

He believed that the railway road would be 

the basis of transport of the future, though 

he thought that they were nearer to the fiy- 

ing age than a great many people would 
mit.

Mr. C. E. Jarvis (Manchester), President of 
the Association, who responded, said they 
had always supported registration, and they 
hoped that the Irish Free State would pass a 
Registration Bill in the not too distant 
future which for broadmindedness and fair- 
ness. would stand as a model for other 
countries. 


CITY COMMISSIONERS’ WORK. 

Mr. Reginald Knight (Free State branch), 
proposing the toast of “The Guests,’’ referred 
to the work of the City Commissioners in 
Dublin, who, he said, were responsible for 
the operations of local government new to 
this island, and the success they had achieved 
had been remarkable. 

Mr. Seamus Murphy, Chairman, Dublin 
City Commissioners, responded, and expressed 
appreciation of the action of such an im- 
portant body as the London Association of 
Accountants in selecting the capital of the 
Saorstat for its annual conference. The meet- 
ing was bound to establish new contacts in 
the business world, and to introduce Dublin 
and the Free State to people who in all pro- 
bability might be able to help forward that 
mutual interchange of trade so beneficial to 
both countries. While Great Britain took the 
reat bulk of Irish produce, on the other 
hand only four other countries in the world 
surpassed the Free State in the volume of 
British goods imported. The Free State 
Government was pursuing a steady policy of 
so improving the conditions of marketing our 
produce in the British market as to ensure 
the premier place there amongst importing 
countries. In a great mutual trade of this 
kind the organisation of accountants could 
play a big part in the smooth and efficient 
operation of business transactions. The Free 
State capital had an expanding industrial and 
commercial life, offering many opportunities 
for further development. Each year wit- 
nessed the erection of new factories, and, 
with an income tax one-third lower than the 
British rate and municipal rates steadily 
brought down within recent years, they might 
expect greater developments still. 

Mr. W. P. Sherriff, President, Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, and Mr. R. C, 
Ferguson (Department of Industry and Com. 
merce) also responded. 

The toast of “The Irish Free State Branch" 
was proposed by Mr. G. 8. Houghton 
(London), Vice-President of the Association. 

Mr. Thomas Goodall, President, Free State 
branch, responded.

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A SECOND DEATH, 


At Cork District Court last Saturday, be- 
fore Justice Sullivan, John O'Neill, who is 
in custody in connection with the death of an 
atfendant, John Connolly, in the County 
Home, Cork, and who is charged with murder, 
was again brought up, on remand, when 
Detective Inspector Jeremiah Sullivan went 
into the witness-box and stated that John 
O'Connor. who also had been struck on the 
head with an iron bar by the accused man, 
had died the previous day. 

The bad was remanded for 
period of eight days. 

Coroner J. J. Horgan held an inquest on 
the body of O'Connor, an inmate 
mental lunatic ward, County Home, Cork. 

Dr. A. E. Moore, Professor of Pathology, 
University College, Cork, stated that, with 
Dr. O'Regan, lie made a post-mortem 
examination of the deceased that, morning. 
He found a wound on the head three inches 
long, partially healed. There was a wound 
in the bone one-eighth of an inch deep. The 
skull was very thick. Inside there was 
nothing abnormal. Deceased man was suffer- 
ing from a fatty head and sclerosis of the 
brain. The cause of death was exhaustion 
from the effect of the septic condition of the 
wound in the head and a weak heart. 

The inquest was adjourned indefinitely.

The reasons which prompted 
your President, Lord Jellicoe. to demand 
this investigation were amply justified, in 
that stones were being a Bí into your 
windows, and he considered it essential that 
either the stone-throwing should stop or tne 
glass of your structure should be made to 
withstand those stones.

HE 1950 period in fashion is the attain- 

I ment of a seething and self-liberated 

young art, the symbol of a society now 
seitled into the mould, which will give the 
mid-century its distinctive flavour ! 

formerly, it was necessary for women to 
adapt themselves to the style, and the 
adaptation was not always successful. 
1930 style adapts ‘itself to the woman. The 
successful gown this season is a success for 
the woman who wears it. She makes it a 
success, for it frames and emphaises her per- 
sonality. To coin a word, the new style is 
truly egogeniecit, releases, and thus ap- 
parently, creates personality. 

It is a proof of the supreme ‘ommand of 
composition, that the Paris couturier has been 
able to bring the waistline up to normal, 
without altermg the essential silhouette. The 
ideal woman, with her round gunbarrel figure, 
beautiful beyond style, persists. 

As for frocks, they are smooth in front, 
but blousing in the back, and double basques 
and peplums are in evidence. A lower line 
is often indicated by draperies or bows below 
the hips. Waistlines on coats are normal, 
sometimes a little below normal, the exact 
xv being carefully spaced in relation to thc 
rock, 

Paris continues to play with étagé effects, 
the three storeys of last season, sometimes 
being raised to four or five, or even more. 


Colour Harmonies. 


The colour harmonies . this season are 
“false,” but fair. Greys, that give mauve 
impressions; violets, that border upon blue: 
greens, that tend towards. yellow shades or 
blue, 

We always think of these as Paris colours 
In their lighter shades, they suggest the haze 
that fills the boulevards just before the lamps 
are lighted. Darker tones are like tree tops 
melting into the evening sky, like the smoke 
crowning the Gare St. Lazare, or the light 
surface of the Seine between its bridges. The 
darkest red this season is exactly like a black 
rose. 

In private houses one remarks that more 
white or coloured gowns are worn in the even- 
ing than black, though there are always a few 
distinguished black ones as well. In the 
afternoon the combination of two colours or 
two shades of the same colour persists. 


A Few Rules. 


There are a few rules in the new fashions 
which it were wise for women to understand, 
but they are only the skeleton upon which the 
living, breathing fashions of the day are hung. 

There is the rule that the bodice shall be 
no more than one-third of the dress silhouette. 
You all know that one. It includes the side 
issue of the waist-line. 

There is the rule that the skirt-hem shall 
come down in front, and there is the regu- 
lation that when the dress is long the coat 
shall be short. 

All these rules have exceptions, but you're 
not obliged to take an exception if you do 
not want to. Most smart women will not. 

In what bold contrast to these meagre rules 
are the thousands of personal and individual 
ways in which smart evening clothes are mada 
and be-decked! Some of these can be classt- 
fied, however, as typical, as, íor instance, 
drapery—and ruffles.

At the. monthly meeting of the BOYNE 
Fishery Conservators last Saturday, the In- 
spector reported that fishing at Oldbridge and 
Rossnaree, near Drogheda, wes fairly good, 
particularly from May 24th to the end of 
the month; but rod fish. * for salmon was 
very poor, both on the b.yne and Black- 
water, owing to the low water.

King Carol 11. 


Anthony Hope’s Ruritania never pro- 
duced a more dramatic situation than that 
which has been created in Bukharest 
during the last forty-eight hours. On 
Saturday evening Prince Carol, the late 
King Ferdinand’s exiled son, arrived by 
aeroplane from Bavaria. He was arrayed 
in the uniform of a Rumanian general, 
and was met by high officers of the Army, 
who entertained him in a military barrack 
during the evening. Yesterday both 
Houses of the National Assembly met 
separately, and, having repealed the law 
of July, 1926, whereby Carol was 
excluded from the Throne, unanimously 
proclaimed him King. His return to 
Rumania was timed to take place just as 
his mother, Queen Marie, had left the 
country for Oberammergau, and it seems 
that his proclamation as King has 
been received with popular rejoicing. 
Prince Carol’s career constitutes a 
sordid story. During his father’s life- 
time, having contracted a 
morganatic marriage, he married Princess 
Helen, of Greece, one of the most charming 
of Europe’s royal ladies, and they had one 
son. Suddenly, having become entangled 
in a fresh intrigue, Prince Carol decided 
to renounce his right of succession to the 
throne, and left Rumania, taking up his 
residence in France with Madame Lupescu, 
the woman on whose account he had 
abandoned his Crown. His wife divorced 
him, and when King Ferdinand died 
Prince Carol's little son, Michael, was pro- 
claimed as King under a Regency. Prince 
Carol, although he had renounced his rights 
of his own free will, then tried on several 
occasions to return to Rumania, but public 
opinion was so much opposed to him that 
he abandoned his efforts for the time 
being. Two years ago he came to England, 
but was requested to leave by the Home 
Office, and since that time he has been 
living in Normandy with Madame Lupescu. 
Last week, however, he decided suddenly 
to break with this woman. He communi 
cated with his friends in Rumania, with 
the result that now his divorce has been 
annulled, his tenure of the Throne has 
been made retrospective, and little Michael 


already 


has been created Heir-Apparent, with the 
title of Grand Voevod and Duke of Alba 
Julia. 

From the point of view of national 
stability, the new King’s return probably 
good thing; 
for since the death of his father his 
friends have been intriguing incessantly 
to secure his reinstatement, with the in- 
evitable result that a condition of chronic 


will prove to be a 


uncertainty has existed in the country. 
Krom almost every other point of view, 
however, the enthronement of this 
Wayward young ‘man is unfortunate. 
Monarchy on the Continent of Europe has 
suffered heavily since the war. Its dignity 
has been damaged by the conduct in exile 
of some of those who formerly occupied 
proud thrones, but nobody did more to 
hurt the prestige of Royalty than Carol of 
Rumania. Now that he has been rein- 
stated, however, it is to be hoped that he 
will acquit himself worthily. Although at 
the moment a party power. in 
Rumania which. is prepared to support 
him, M. Vintila Bratianu is opposed 
bitterly to the new King. M. Bratianu is 
the brother of the famous Liberal who 
governed Rumania for so many years, 
and was the real architect of the country’s 
post-war fortunes. Rumania, like Greece, 
acquired so much new territory after the 
war that only a man of exceptional gifts 
could have dealt with the many 
minorities which came for the first time 
under Rumanian rule, and M. Bratianu’s 
success—such as it was—entitled him to 
a high place among Balkan statesmen. 
His brother also is a man of parts. If he 


is In 


on his. way to 


decides to lead a movement against King 


but if the King is a wise man—a supposi- 
tion for which there hitherto has been 
little basis—he will take steps imme- 
diately to win the Liberal leader to his 
side. Every Briton must wish Rumania 
well. During the war this little country 
had more than its share of suffering. By 
the adoption of a tolerant and sane policy 
King Carol may be able to undo some of 
the mischief that has been made during 
recent years. He has a chance now to re- 
habilitate himself in the eyes of the 
world.

Yugo-Slavia or Czecho-Slovakia, and 
certainly many must consult their atlases 
to find out whether Wyoming is in the 
United States or Canada. It is recorded 
that a distinguished Frenchman was dis- 
appointed sorely with Dubiin’s r »uted 
hospitality, because his hos. ; “ad him 
with claret rather than with poteen at 
dinner. These mistakes amuse rather than 
offend. Yet we observe with some glee 
that a like ignorance prevails in regard 
to Scotland. A party of German school- 
boys who rre visiting the village of 
Kilsyth, near Glasgow, have come 
equipped with skis on which to rica the 
snow-clad Highland slopes.

Prince Carol's Return. . 


During the past week there have been 
whispers of interesting developments in 
Rumania, but few people would ha... 
thought that Prince Carol could have 
returned suddenly, threatening to depose 
his little son, assume the crown and 
rescind the divorce between himself and 
Princess Helen. The whole story sounds 
fantastic ; for, only last week, Prince Carol 
seemed to be discredited utterly, and y. 
few people were inclined to believe in ft 
story that Queen Marie of Rumania was 
trying to bring about a reconciliation 
between Prince Carol and his late wif. 
in order to prepare the way for her son's 
return to Rumania. That Prince (; 
has gained his ends without any cre; 
difficulty must be accepted, but. in vievy 
of immense differences of -opinion 
Rumania on many matters connected wit 
the Throne, it will be interesting to seo 
if he can retain the position. In any event. 
it seems to be his own family’s wish that 
Prince Carol shall assume the reins of 
leadership. Further news from Bukharest 
is awaited with great interest. 


Land and the Lords. 


The Government introduced a Land 
Valuation Bill immediately before the 
adjournment of the House of Commons for 
Whitsuntide. This is a bill which has 
aroused much expectation ; for it owes its 
being to an anderen between Mr. 
Snowden and Mr. Lloyd George, both of 
whom for a long time have been sturdy 
opponents of inflated rural values, and it 
is possible that the bill, when it comes 
to be issued, will be found to go almost 
as far as the famous resolutions embodied 
in the People’s Budget. In political circles 
it is thought that the introduction of the 
bill at the present moment means a speed; 
Opening of an attack upon the House of 
Lords. I have mentioned already that Mr 
Macdonald only awaits his opportunity to 
challenge the position of the Upper Hous 
in the hope that it will divert the attention 
of the people from his failure in connection 
with unemployment. 


Westminster's Business. 


It is probable that the next sittings of 
Parliament will conclude the session: for 
it is understood that Mr. Ramsay Ma 
donald inclines to the idea of a State 
opening of Parliament in the autumn in 
order that the way may be clear for 
business early in the new year. It is 
most doubtful, however, when the present 
session will conclude; for the work before 
the House of Commons is very heavy, and 
it may not be finished until August is in 
its third week This would be an 
abnormal date for the summer recess to 
commence, and, in view of the fatigue of 
the past session and the heavy work 
entailed on Ministers in the autumn, it 
seems more reasonabl> to suppose that 
the adjournment will be during the last 
week of July. In this event there are 
only seven parliamentary. weeks left, and 
it 1s apparent that the legislative pro- 
gramme must be shortened. 


The Stock Exchange. 


If Stock Exchange clerks were entitled 
to unemployment pay, it is probable that 
there would be a number of applications, 
since many of them have been discharged 
from their employment owing to a lack of 
business. This is a very serious matter 
for young men who, having undergone a 
specialised training, find themselves not 
cnly without work, but without the 
qualifications needed for other situations. 
I have been told of several cases where 
stockbrokers, having paid their staffs to 
do little or nothing for months. find that 
they are unable to carry on in such circum- 
stances, and are reducing their employes 
to a skeleton staff until better days arrive 
The Labour Government is blamed in 
some degree for this, since many business 
nen are sending capital abroad throuch 
fear of further inroads upon their 
resources if they keep it at home. On the 
Stock Exchange the Hatry crash still .s 
blamed for the depression, but experts 
take the view that the real cause is some- 
thing far more deeply seated than a biz 
financial smash, and that the situation

BILL. 
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REPRESENTATION 
FOR COMMERCE. 


CONDUCT OF ELECTIONS. 


The text of the bill introduced in the 
Dail on Friday last to provide for and 
regulate the preparation and maintenance 
of the registers of commercial electors in 
the City of Dublin, in pursuance of the 
Local Government (Dublin) Act, 1930, 
and to provide for and regulate the con- 
duct of elections of the commercial mem- 
bers of the Dublin City Council in 

ursuance of the Act, was issued on 
Saturday, The bill consists of nineteen 
sections and three schedules. 

Section 2 sets out the provisions in 
relation to persons entitled to be regis- 
tered as commercial electors as follows :— 

(a)—‘‘ Where an individual is the 
rated occupier of premises and that indi- 
vidual carries on business in those 
premises under a partnership or trade 
name, either alone or in partnership with 
another person or other persons, the said 
individual alone shall be entitled to be 
registered in the said register in respect 
of those premises ; 

(b)—‘‘ Where the rated occupier of 
premises is entered in the rate books 
under a trade name, such rated occupier, 
if entitled to be registered in the said 
register in respect of those premises, shal] 
be so registered in such trade name; 


CASE OF PARTNERSHIP. 

(c)—‘‘ Where the rated occupier of 
xremises is a partnership and is entered 
in the rate books in the partnership name, 
such rated occupier, if entitled to be 
registered in the said register in respect of 
those premises shall be so registered in 
the said partnership name ; 

(d)—‘* An individual who is the rated 
occupier of premises shall not be deemed 
to carry on business in those premises 
merely by reason of his being employed 
in those premises by a person who carries 
on business therein, or his being a 
director or manager of a company which 
carries on business therein ; 

(e)—‘‘ Where the rated occupier of 
premises is entered in .the  rate-books 
under a partnership name, or trade name, 
such rated occupier shall not be deemed 
to occupy such premises for the purpose 
of carrying on business therein unless 
business is carried on therein under that 
partnership name or trade name. 


REGISTRATION OFFICER. 

“ For the purposes of this Act the city 
shall form a single registration area, and 
the Dublin City Manager and Town Clerk 
shall be the Registration Officer for such 
registration area.” 4 

A register of commercial electors shall 
be prepared, and shall contain the names 
of all individuals, partnerships, unincor- 
porated associations and corporate bodies, 
who, on the 15th day of November: pre- 
ceding the election, are entitled to be 
registered as commercial electors. 

The second schedule of the bill pro- 
vides regulations for the conduct of elec- 
tions, which will take place on the day 
for the election of ordinary members of 
the City Council. Section 10 of this 
schedule provides that—‘‘ If no candidate 
us validly nominated, or all candidates 
validly nominated withdraw their can- 
didature, the retiring members shall be 
deemed to be re-elected, and the Return- 
ing Officer shall publish a notice that no 
poll will be held, and that the retiring 
members will be declared to be elected.’’

The same year Prince Carol 
paid a visit to England with Madame 
Lupescu, but after a stay of a few days 
was asked by the- Home Office to leave on 
account of political activity. 
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A RAPID DECISION, 
PARIS, Saturday. 

Secrecy and rapid decision are the 
features of the dramatic departure of 
Prince Carol for Rumania. Only ten 
days ago the Prince and Mme. Lupescu 
were back at the fPrince’s chateau in 
Normandy. Five days ago the Prince 
informed friends in Rumania that he had 
broken with Mme. Lupescu.§ The rup- 
ture had been suddenly decided in the 
interval, but the plan to return had long 
been cherished, and had slowly matured. 

Prince Carol had received several 
emissaries from Bukharest during the 
past few weeks, and had written to his 
wife,- Princess’ Helen, a month ago, to 
ask her what would be her attitude in the 
event of his return. The Princess replied 
that she would do nothing to prevent it. 

It is significant that the Prince fixed 
his return from exile to coincide 1.ith the 
absence from Rumania of his mother, 
Queen Marie. 

It is now learned that Prince Carol left 
Le Bourget on June 5th early in the 
afternoon. His machine was piloted by 
the French airman, Lalonette, and a 
Rumanian captain was with the Prince.

FOG BANKS AND 
HIGH WINDS. 


ATLANTIC FLIGHT 
DELAYED. 
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RUNWAY TEST AT 
CURRAGH. 


CROWDS VIEW THE 
SOUTHERN CROSS. 


But for a second special report notifying 
unfavourable weather conditions, the 
Southern Cross would have started on her 
proposed flight across the Atlantic at dawn 
yesterday morning. 

Shortiy after three o’clock on Saturday 
afternoon Captain Kingsford-Smith came 
to a tentative decision to start on the 
flight yesterday morning as the result of 
an extremely favourable weather report 
received. This report stated that the 
conditions over the Northern Atlantic were 
steadily improving. 

Acting on this the Southern Cross was 
wheeled out of her hangar and flown to 
the Curragh, whence she will make 
the actual start, but on receipt of the 
second special report about 6.20 p.m. it 
was decided to return to Baldonnel. 

Yesterday Captain Kingsford-Smith and 
his crew occupied their time seeing that 
everything was in order. Additional 
supplies of petrol were loaded into the 
tanks of the silver-winged monoplane, so 
that she is now about half-full. This 
precaution will reduce the time necessary 
for the full loading with petrol at the 
Curragh on the night before the start. 


CURRAGH RUNWAY TESTED. 

On Saturday Captain Kingsford-Smith 
tested the runway at the Curragh and 
found that it came up to all his require- 
ments. He took off with the lightly- 
loaded machine in a couple of hundred 
yards and flew around for a short time. 
Subsequently he expressed his approval af 
its excellence and of the work that had 
been done on it by the special detachment 
of 500 soldiers from the Curragh 
Command. 

The members of the Irish Aero Club 
have become most enthusiastic over the 
flight, and have made Captain Kingsford- 
Smith, Mr. Vandyk, and Mr. Stannage 
honorary members of the club. In 
addition to this, however, as was stated in 
the Irish Times, they have decided to 
make a presentation to Captain Saul, 
their assistant honorary secretary, who is 
participating in the flight as the 
navigator. The members of the club feel 
that this presentation should be com: 
mensurate with the honour that has been 
conferred on him, and they have decided 
to present him with a purse sufficient to 
defray his expenses in connection with the 
flight. It is estimated that these expenses 
will amount to about £500, and of this 
sum £400 will be for insurance. 

All the members of the club are to take 
part in this presentation, and communica- 
tions should be addressed to the hon. 
secretary or to Colonel C. Russell. 


A SIGHT-SEEING TOUR. 

Yesterday morning the members of the 
crew were taken for a sight-seeing tour 
around Dublin and vicinity. 

The interest that is being taken in the 
proposed flight by the people of Dublin, 
and, indeed, all over the country, is 
becoming more pronounced every day. 
All Saturday and yesterday several 
thousands of people visited the aerodrome 
to see the Southern Cross. Yesterday 
there was a constant stream of people 
arriving at the front gates of the aero- 
drome, and special arrangements had to 
be made whereby they were allowed in in 
batches. As one crowd went out another 
crowd was allowed in. 

An interested visitor to Baldonnel yes- 
terday was Mrs. Saul, the mother of 
Captain J. P. Saul. 


YVESTERDAY’S WEATHER REPORT. 

The weather report received yesterday 
afternoon was altogether unfavourable. 
It stated that the winds over the Atlantic 
were from the south-west to west, vary- 
ing from 30 to 40 miles an hour. In 
addition there were heavy fog banks off 
the Newfoundland coast. 

Nothing further will now be done until 
after the receipt of the weather report 
this afternoon. 

It was about 3.45 p.m. on Saturday 
when the Southern Cross took off for the 
Curragh, piloted by Captain Kingsford- 
Smith and Commandant G. Carroll, the 
Commanding Officer of the Free State 
Army Air Corps at Baldonnel. In the 
cabin were Mr. Vandyk, assistant pilot ; 
Captain Saul, the navigator; Mr. J. W. 
Stannage, the wireless operator, and Miss 
Marchent. 

The distance to the Curragh is about 
25 air miles, and this journey was accom- 
plished in about fifteen minutes. 

The staff at the Curragh Camp had 
been notified of the proposed visit, and 
everything was in readiness when the 
machine arrived. A perfect landing was 
made on the prepared runway, and as 
they alighted the airmen were received 
by Major-General Hugo McNeill, the 
General Officer Commanding the Curragh 
District, and Major McCabe, the 
Adjutant. 

The airmen were taken to the Curragh 
Camp, where they were the guests at 
dinner of Major-General McNeill and 


Staff officers. 

Two aeroplanes from Baldonnel had 
followed the Southern Cross down to the 
Curragh. One of the machines was a 
Vickers-Vespa of the Army Air Corps, 
while the other was the aeroplane of the 
Trish Aero Club, piloted by Colonel 


Charles Russell. 


AN ARMED GUARD. 

It was a wise precaution to arrange for 
an armed guard, under the command of 
Sergeant-Major McInerney, for the mono- 
plane. Within a few minutes of arrival 
at the Curragh hundreds of people 
thronged arcund the machine, and a fence 
of stakes driven into the ground and ropes 
were found necessary to keep them at a 
distance. 

Arrangements had already been made 
for sending a weather report to the camp 
about 6 p.m., and also for the despatch 
of 1,100 gallons of petrol from Dublin. 
The petrel arrived inside a couple of 
hours. 

The special weather report, as stated, 
came through about 6.20, and as it was 
distinctly unfavourable Captain Kings- 
ford-Smith decided to return to Baldonnel 
to await favoureble conditions. 

An interesting meeting between Mr. J. 
W. Stannage and some of the officers 
stationed at the Curragh Camp took place 
in the mess, when he was introduced to 
four officers whom he had known for 
years. They had been his colleagues as 
wireless operators in the Mercantile 
Marine. These officers. were :—Captain 8. 
Neligan, officer in charge of the Army 
Signal School at the Curragh; Captain L. 
Cryan, Lieutenant F. J. Murray, and 
Lieutenant M. M. Murphy, officers in the 
Free State Army Signal Corps. 

It was about 8.30 p.m. when the 
Southern Cross took off from the Curragh 
on her return flight to Baldonnel.

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DEMONSTRATIONS 
AGAINST ITALY. 
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POLICE ESCORT 
ARCHBISHOP. 


CROWDSCHARGEDBY 
MOUNTED MEN.

MALTA, Sunday. 

For the past three or four weeks the 
Archbishop has been holding Confirmation 
Services in various parishes of his diocese, 
and on each occasion he has made it the 
practice to deliver homilies in which he 
has attacked in very strong terms Lord 
Strickland and his supporters. In every 
ease the Nationalists organised demon- 
strations in support of the Bishop and in 
violation of the police ordinance against 
gatherings in the streets. The demonstra- 
tions were not interfered with either by 
the police or the Government supporters. 

This morning, however, ugly scenes in 
various dioceses were only averted by the 
prompt action of the police, who have 
been greatly reinforced in every part of 
the island. In anticipation of another 
homily at Saint John’s, where the Arch- 
bishop officiated at a Whit Sunday 
Service, and also in view of the 
Nationalists’ preparations for another 
demonstration in favour of the Arch- 
bishop, the Church was packed to over- 
flowing. 

The Archbishop spoke, but he made 
only very vague references to the present 
situation, and he asked the congregation 
to kneel down and pray. | 


DEMONSTRATION IN THE STREETS. 
The great majority of the congregation 
left the church tn a body and when they 
emerged into the street a demonstration 
was started in favour of Lord Strickland 
and the Government. In a very short 
time crowds from other parts of Valletta 
filled the whole of Saint John’s square 
and joined the demonstrators in shouting, 
‘‘ Long live Strickland,” ‘‘ Down with 
Mussolini,’’ “Long live England,’ 
“Down with Italy,” “Down with the 
signatories of the Aide Memoire.”’ 

The crowds for a short time were 
masters of the situation, but the police 
concentrated in full farce and succeeded, 
after strenuous efforts and great tact, in 
shepherding the crowd into four sections 
and clearing St. John’s square and a large 
part of the Strada Reale and the streets 
leading to it, which became a “ No man’s 
land.’’ 

Valletta had the appearance of being in 
a state of siege, with the police every- 
where pushing the resisting crowds, and 
mounted police charging, now at this 
point, and now at that. 


CHURCH DOORS CLOSED. 

In the meanwhile the doors of Saint 
John’s Church were closed, and some 
members of the congregation still re- 
mained within it. 

When the crowds were being driven 
through the Strada Reale, a special 
correspondent of the Italian eo. 
(razetta del Popolo, Signor Nicola 
Pascazio, who has been contributing a 
series of articles to his pape against, the 
Government. was identified.

The Arch- 
bishop’s carriage was surrounded by 
mounted and foot police, and he drove 
down to the Archiepiscopal Palace, 
accompanied by a crowd, whose cries of 
“Long liv. the Bishop,” evoked boohing 
and hooting and counter-cries from the 
Government supporters, who were kept in 
check by the police. 

At the Palace Square there was another 
demonstration in favour of the Arch- 
bishop, with a counter-demonstration by 
the other section of the crowd. 

Mounted police were compelled to make 

charges in the Square. The 
shop then continued on his way to 
valace without further incidents. An 
ugly temper remained, however, and 
sporadic outbursts were frequent, and 
continued until after noon.

LESSONS OF FAILURE. 
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The Times to-day says:—A graphic 
dispatch from our Special Correspondent 
with the Kanchenjunga expedition, 
written at the base camp on May 22, con- 
firms and amplifies the reports brought to 
Darjeeling about a week ago. ‘‘ Kanchen- 
junga has beaten us,” the message begins ; 
but the limits of this defeat are clear from 
the concluding sentence: “ We have by 
no means finished with the Himalaya.’’ 
The expedition had already proved 
Kanchenjunga to be inaccessible by the 
North Ridge route. It has now attempted 
the approach by the West Ridge, and after 
the most desparately difficult . rock- 
climbing ever attempted at 21,000 feet, 
has been forced to abandon that route too,’ 
and to admit that the mountain is in- 
accessible from the Nepalese side. 

The climbers have, therefore turned 
from their main objective to attack the 
Jonsong Peak. If they succeed, they will 
be able to claim a victory over the highest 
summit yet attained in the Himalaya. 
Defeated, as they have been in their chief 
undertaking, they will not, in any case, 
be returning empty-handed. Hard work 
has been done in geological observation, 
in photography, and in the survey of the 
ground. The whole of the Kanchenjunga 
glacier has been explored, blank spaces of 
the map have been filled in and 
inaccuracies corrected. The conditions 
which have barred the climbers from their 
goal, but have not conquered their spirit, 
may be judged from our Correspondent’s 
message, graphically depicting the terrors 
and beauties of the untamed mountain. 

Their resolution to tackle another 
Himalayan summit directly after their 
discomfiture on Kanchenjunga is typical 
of the dauntless spirit of adventure 
common to all fine mountaineers, and in 
the countries to which they belong there 
will be a widespread feeling of hope that 
their second venture may have been 
crowned with success.

LATEST DEVELOPMENT. 


The Times of to-day, commenting ed1- 
torially on the latest developments in 
Rumania, remarks :—Though Dr. Maniu has 
surrendered office to resume the Parlia- 
mentary leadership of the Ministerial 
Coalition, it is quite clear that, whatever may 
have been his earlier views on the dynastic 
question, he was one of the chief supporters 
of the Prince's return. His motives, and 
those of other Ministers who supported the 
change, are comprehensive enough. The 
Ministerial and Party Coalition on which 
his Government depended was none too 
solid. An economic crisis which it had in- 
herited was undermining its popularity, and 
the Liberal Opposition seemed to be preparing 
unconstitutional methods of attack. 

The Council of Regency had lost authority 
since the death of its ablest member, M. 
Buzdugan. The prospect of a new 
dangerous political crisis whenever one of its 
members died or resigned, as Prince Nicholas 
lately wished to do, boded ill for the safety 
of a peasant State which has in- 
curred the hostility of the Soviet Republic, 
and had until recently enemies among 
its other neighbours. Whatever errors of 
judgment and temperament caused the Heir 
Apparent’s exclusion from the succession, Dr. 
Maniu and other political leaders, such as 
General Averescu, may prove to have been 
justified in accepting him with all his faults 
and qualities, instead of risking the dangers 
incidental to a minority of ten more years. 
The majority of their fellow-citizens had 
ceased to doubt the necessity of a change. 

In spite, or because of his escapades, Prince 
Carol had many sympathisers in every rank 
of society. and the violence of the attacks 
launched recently against him by the unpopu- 
lar Liberal leader, M. Vintila Bratianu, added 
rnultitudes to their number. When it was 
learnt that Prince Carol had abandoned an 
association which had been the cause of grief 
and scandal, and had announced his desire 
to resume the responsibilities which he had 
lightly abandoned, the instinctive preference 
of the masses for a personality did the rest. 
The experiment is one which will not be pre- 
pudged in other countries. It 1s the work of 
leaders who have given proofs of their 
patriotism, and it will be measured by its 
results.

The events of the last forty-eight hours 
have succeeded one another with bewildering 
rapidity.

ATHLONE, Sunday. 
Professor O'Sullivan, Minister tor 
Education in the Free State, addressed 
two after-Mass meetings at Horseleap and 
Mount Temple to-day.

PROFESSOR O’SULLIVAN. 

Professor O'Sullivan said that while 
there was much of the Labour Party’s 
policy with which he did not agree, as it 
was impracticable, Labour at least was a 
sane party, and electing them as a big 
party did not mean, as it would mean in 
the case of Fianna Fail, the destruction of 
this country. Cumann na nGaedheal and 
Labour were at one in believing that it 
was criminal to talk of interfering with 
the Treaty.,and of repudiating it, until it 
was clearly shown in what way it offered 
any barrier to economic and national 
advancement. 

Fianna Fail had 
barren in policy on anything constructive, 
and bankrupt of prestige as well.

UNCONQUERED. 


WHY EXPEDITION 
FAILED. 


REMARKABLE SERIES OF 
ADVENTURES. 
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(From ‘‘ Tue Times”’’ Speci 
' CORRESPON DENT. 
BASE CAMP, May 22. 

Kanchenjunga has beaten us. © Our last 
hope was the west ridge, but, despite our 
best efforts, it proved impossible. Surely 
no mountaineers ever confronted a harder of 
more hopeless task than the northern face 
of Kanchenjunga. The rock and ice work 
has been as hard as the most difficult Alpine 
peaks, and this in the face of winds and 
cold at altitudes of over 20,000 feet, while 
blizzard has succeeded blizzard; but worst of 
all were the ice avalanches. 

Kanchenjunga is the terrible mother of 
avalanches. Tos avalanches fall 6,000 feet. 
taking in the fall a mile or more of level 
ylacier in their stride. Having explored every 
approach, we c:n endorse Mr. Freshfield’s 
opinion that Kagchenjunga must have been 
constructed by the demon of inaccessibility. 
We returned to.the Base Camp on the 19th 
a tired party, both mentally and physically. 
Only Wieland and Smythe stuck out the 
whole of the trying nineteen days above the 
Base Camp. Schneider was ill at first, 
though he subsequently climbed magnificently, 
whilst Du Vanel gallantly continued filming 
until an ulcerated throat laid him low. As 
to the porters, no words can. express our 
admiration of their magnificent conduct. 
They remained loyal, willing and uncom- 
plaining through every danger and hardship. 


VALUABLE WORK. 

If the expedition has failed to reach the 
summit of Kanchenjunga, it kas by no means 
failed in other ways. It has accomplished, 
and is accomplishing, much valuable explora- 
tion work. It has explored the whole of the 
Kanchenjunga glacier, and both its eastern 
and western tributaries. It has examined 
the great Ramthang glacier, discovering a 
practicable column connecting it with the 
Kanchenjunga_ glacier. Dyhrenfurth has 
discovered many interesting geological facts, 
whilst Kurz has been hard at work filling 
in blanks, or altering inaccurate spaces in 
the map. Lastly, from the climbing point 
of view, we have returned rewarded with 
the ascent by Schneider and Smyth of the 
unknown 23,000 feet peak at the head of 
the western Kanchenjunga glacier and Ram- 
thang glacier, which we first named 
Madonna, but which Dyhrenfurth sub- 
sequently changed to Ramthang peak. 

JONSONG PEAK NEXT. 

The expedition is now preparing to attack 
the 24,340 feet Jonsong Peak and cross the 
20,000 feet. Jonsongla (Pass), wl.ile Schneider 
and .Wieland have left to reconnoitre the 
Nepal Gap, and, if possible, make this pass 
between Sikkim and Nepal. If esnhanai AÍ i on 
Jonsong Peak, we shall have reached ihe 
highest summit yet yained, breaking both 
Longstaff’s record on Trisul and Graham’s 
claimed ascent of Kabru. It is anticipated 
that ski will play a useful pa.: on woth 
Johnsong La and Peak. 
he followed via the Thonak glacier. He was 
beaten by bad weather on Johnsong Peak. 

After the disaster of May 9 we descended 
to Camp One. a dispirited and shaken party. 
conscious that Kanchenjunga is impossible by 
the North Ridge route. When it was de- 
cided to attempt the West Ridge, Camp 
One was moved across the glacier, partly for 
our conyenience, and partly because of the 
danger of ice avalanches. The latter con- 
sideration was emphasised on the afternoon 
of the 10th, when a huge avalanche fell from 
Kanchenjunga. Although a mile of glacier 
separated the camp from the cliffs, the 
débris came ominously near the camp, while 
huge clouds of snow, driven by a hurricane 
wind, swept down on the camp. Everyone 
scuttled into. the tents, with the exception of 
Jou Vanel, who calmly filmed the whole thing, 
nape one of the most remarkable shots 
on recor 

THE HANGING GLACIER, 

From the new camp one, Horlin, .Wieland 
and Smythe set off to estactish. the new 
camp :wo on the West Kanchenjunga glacier. 
Horlin discovered an excellent route up the 
north side of the ice fall, the only disad- 
vantage being that we had to run the 
gauntlet of the hanging glacier. It was a 
beautiful route In the foreground were 
glittering ice pinnacles lurching to destruc- 
tion; in the background the ice fortifications 
ot Kanchenjunga, on the crests of which the 
aimless wind devils chased and swirled; There 
is no mountain-face more suggestive of un- 
tamed forces, more damning to the optimism 
of the little men who crawled at its base. As 
we breasted the crest of the icefall our 
hearts sank as we gazed for the first time 
over the reservoirs of snow from which the 
Kanchenjunga glacier draws its strength, To 
the west ridge we hoped to climb. We saw 
it in its stark reality—a .series of teeth-like 
plastered ice rock pinnacles, lofty ice edges 
broken into flakes so thin that the sunlight 
shines through them a pale cat's eye green, 
and far above a jumble of ice towers, like a 
procession of giants frozen in the act of de- 
scending’ into the infernal regions. . As we 
crawled into our tent in the usual afternoon 
snowstorm our optimism was already crushed. 

IMPOSSIBLE, 

The next morning the .cainp. wás ‘moved 
near to the foot of the couloir leading to the 
crest of the West ridge, after which Horlin, 
Wieland and Smythe set out to prospect the 
ridge. The Conloir proved to be about 500 
feet of very steep snow, the angle beitig: over 
60 degrees, erowned with a cornice. through 
which we struggled, gasping, one by one, to 
gaze for the first time down into the unex- 
plored Ramthang glacier and across at the 
great Ramthang face of Kanchenjunga. Like 
the north face, the gfeat ice walls and 
avalanche-swept ice slopes make it an impos- 
sible proposition. From our col 1t is -pos- 
sible to descend to the Ramthang glacier. 
Thus it forms a valuable connect- 
ing link between the two sides of Kanchen- 
junga. Seldom had we seen such loose 
rock as that forming the crest of the west 
ridge. An unstable mass, piled in defiance of 
gravity, had first. to be passed, As it was 
impossible to keep to the crest of the 
crumbling ridge, a difficult and dangerous 
traverse was necessary on the south side. The 
reconnaissance ended with the ascent -of a 
rock tower, beyond which there was an un- 
climable twenty feet drop, and bevond that 
again an ice-glazed tower, teriffic of aspect, 
cCO feet high. 

We returned despondently, fixing ropes to 
assist us down the couloir. “That night a 
fierce blizzard nearly carried the camp away. 
For hours we expected the tents to go. Tt 
seemed as though the wind poured over the 
west ridge, descending on our frail encamp- 
ment like a cataract. We could hear + 
coming like the roar of an express train in 
a tunnel, but sometimes between the gusts 
there was a strange calm, broken only by the 
distant wailings of the storm venting its fury 
on the ridge above. Humorous relief was 
afforded by Nagpa, the cook, who, losing 
his head, bolted out of the cook-house, 
velling, ‘“‘Sahib! Sahib! Tent go.” He 
found refuge with Schneider and Wieland, 
who took him in to ballast their own tent. 

A MAGNIFICENT VIEW. 

The next afternoon Wieland made a 
solitary ski reconnaissance to the head of the 
glacier, ascending to a point about 20,800 feet 
The following day the whole party ascended 
to the same point, from where there is a 
magnificent view down the Ramthang Glacier 
and over the troubled sea of peaks to where 
the summit of Everest soared above the 
clonds. We also had a fine view of an un- 
known peak, about 22,000 feet, at the head 
of the Ramthang Glacier, with buttresses and 
flutings, and ice upholding the delicate, 
Weisshorn-like summit of snow. We also saw 
the west ridge, and, after prolonged scrutiny, 
we decided to givé it a trial, 

SCHNEIDER'S LEAD. 

On May 16 Dyhrenfurth, Schneider, 
Wieland and Smythe, and the two porters, 
Kipa and Nima, renewed the attack. Horlin, 
baving a chill, returned to the base camp. 
Schneider and Wieland went ahead, and from 
the top of the previously reached rock tower 
swung down a fixed rope to the gap. Then 
began what. must be the most desperatelv 
difficult rock climb ever attempted at 21,000 
feet, the climbing ranking as severe as on 
British rocks at almost sea level. Schneider 
led with great skill and courage, Wieland 
ably backing him up. . On the smooth. iev 
rocks a slip by either would have been fatal. 
and it was obvious that, even with fixed 
ropes, this would be impossible for porters 
with loeds. .However, Dyhrenfurth and 
Smythe fixed ropes above the col. Though 
Kipa and Nima are good porters, work on 
precipitous loose rocks was not to their liking, 
and they caused us anxious moments. During 
the descent a huge ice avalanche’ fell “from

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REFUSAL TO OBEY ORDERS. 
ABBOTTABAD, NORTH-WLST 
PROVINCE, Saiurdan. 

The general courtmartial on seventeen 
soldiers belonging to a company of the 2nd 
Battalion of the 18th Royal Garwhal Rifles, 
who were charged with mutiny in refusing 
to obey orders during the Peshawar dis- 
turbances last month, ended to-day. The 
Court will send its recommendation to the 
Officer in Charge. Northern Command, Rawal- 
pindi, for final orders, which may be 
announced probably by Army Headquarters. 

It is anderstood that there are forty-three 
riflemen of the same company in the lock-up 
on a similar charge. 

Counsel for the defence, Mr. Mukandi Lal, 
said that according to the prosecutior 
witnesses the conduct of the accused on the 
25rd. and up to 2 o'clock on the 24th of 
April, was perfectly satisfactory. The oniv 
charge against them was that they refused 
to go into lorries when ordered. Thev, how- 
ever, continued to salute officers and 
surrenderedstheir arms and ammunition with- 
out resistance, Therefore. they could not be 
said to be mutinous. The most that they 
could be charged with was insubordination. 

Colonel King, the prosecutor, said that 
there was no doubt that all the accused 
joined the mutiny. Subedar Jai Singh 
shouted orders to Platoons 1, 2, 3 and 4, to 
march to the lorries. Nos. 1 and 4 refused 
to comply.

hear the summit of Kanchenjunga. Crashing 
down 7,000 feet, it swept for, perhaps, a miile 
across the eastern Kanchenjunga glacier over 
the old route to Camp II., and appeared to 
obliterate the site of the original Camp II. It 
was the greatest avalanche we ever saw. 
Standing in the ice steps, I was able to secure 
unique photographs of the huge fal]. Sclinei- 
der is in magnificent form, put I felt tired 
after being so long above the base camp. 
Poor food, an almost daily snowstorm and 
blizzard, and the strain of the difficult and 
dangerous climbing, reacted on nerve and 
sinew. Without crampons the climb would 
have been impossible, as there was much ice 
and hard snow. In the Alps it would rank 
as a difficult classic ice climb, and I know 
of no ridge combining such sharpness and 
sensationalism. 


A 4,000 FEET DROP. 


Northwards the precipice dropped a sheer 
4,000 feet, yet ice bulges clung to the rocks 
in an extraordinary way, lurching over the 
abyss like some primitive Epsteinian sculp- 
ture. In places the crest is so narrow that 
progress was impossible along it, and we 
were forced to hack steps along the side of 
the biscuit-like ice flakes, fearing that 
the whole might collapse. We viewed the 
whole of Kanchenjunga’s northern face; yet 
nowhere is a practicable breach allowed by 
those terrible ice walls. We saw the upper 
cliffs in ali their severity, and, even if the 
vorth ridge is gained from the glacier by 
the Munich route, can the upper 1,500 feet of 
rock wedge be climbed to the summit? Wil! 
‘nen, even by artificial means, be able to 
climb difficult rocks over 27,000 feet ? 

We reach the summit, gasping hard after 
toiling through deep, soft snow, only to be 
enwrapped in mist and to return unrewarded 
with a view. Dyrenfurth, despite a bad 
throat, ascended to the ridge 1, feet from 
the summit, accompanied by Lewa, but 
Weiland returned. Quickly descending on ski, 
we decided to make tiie base camp the same 
cay. Save for one short section above 
Camp 10, no ski-ing is possible to the moraine 
near the base camp, a descent of over 6,000 
feet—surely the greatest run ever made at 
the height. As we halted to remove our 
faithful runners at the moraine, we looked 
hack, seeing Kanchenjunga as through ‘a 


window in the low evening mists, glowing 


with the indescribable glories of a tropical 
sunset, its mighty bed of precipices afire as 
with the reflected glow of an internal con- 
Hagration, its ice bastions a weird nialevolent 
green, its glacier basins purple in the advanc- 
ing tide of night. Once more was the creat 
god, Kangmi, left undisturbed, amid his 
solitudes of rock, snow and ice.. 


At the vase camp we were a reunited and. 


happy party, despite defeat. The expedition 
tenders grateful thanks to the Maharajah of 
Nepal for his great hospitality. He has 
insisted on providing the expedition with 
coolie food free of charge, and givin 
pcssibie assistance. Unfortunately, the first 
Subadar suffered severe frostbite on Mirginia, 
and it is feared that he may lose his foot, 
but another has been sent in his place.
